Cliff Roberta* HU 5-1587 
contacted Lieutenant K, L, Cunningham saying they war* « ployed 
by General Walker's attorneys* Looney* Watts and Looney of 
Qkl*hs» City, Oklahoma, They were investigating a "Bill Duff* 
They had contacted Mr, Duff and brought up the subject of killing 
General Walker, Apparently both Mr, Duff and the investigators 
considered the others serious as the investigators contacted this 
Department and Mr, Duff reported their actions to Special Agent 
Ho* tie of the local F.B.l, Office* The investigators furnished a 
tape of part of th Sir conversation with Mr, Duff, (3ee attachment 
9 and separate exhibit H.) 

William tfefiwan Duff was given a polygraph examination by Detective 
M, D, Lewis on June 12* 1963 and tha operator does not believe that 
Hr, Duff had any knowledge of the identity of assailant who fired 
at General Walker, (See attachment 10 and 11), 
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General talker received a threat by a long distance telephone prior 
to 0i53 P*ro* on Decmiber 20, 1963* The call wee from Kaplan, 
Louisiana. Xhla information was givmi to Special Agent Carl 
Underbill of the local FBI Office. 

Speoiel Agent Bob Barr ait of iha local FBI Of flea notified this 
Department on Decenber 30 , 1963, that tha long distance sail on 
December 20, 1963 me aada by Gerald Crawford Vino ant. White wale 
of Kaplan, Louisiana, The Fadaral District Attorney at Jfew urleane 
declined to authorise a complaint being filed on Vine ait# (See 
attachments 12 and 13)* 

The bullet recovered in General talker 1 e home cm April 10, 1963, 
wee released to Special Agent Bard well Odoaa of the local KB,!, 
on Deo ember 2, 1963 to be forwarded to the F.B.I* Laboratory in 
Washington. The laboratory eade comparison teete with this bullet 
and the bullet and f regent* recovered in connection with the 
assassination of President Kennedy, It me alao compared with 
teat bullets fired from the rifle recovered in the assassin tion 
investigation. 

There were not sufficient aerkinge to reach a positive conclusion 
although several similarities were present. (See attachment 14) 

Mr. Forrest borrelle, Special Agent in charge of the local Secret 
Service Field Office, forwarded to thie Depart* wit cf December 26, 
1963 an excerpt of an interview with tire* Marine Oswald in which 
ehe stated her husband, Lee Harvey Oswald, returned heme on the 
night of April 1 £, I 963 very late and wae extremely nervous. He 
finally told her that he bed ehot General Welker with his rifle. 

The excerpt also mentions a note that was left on a dresser with 
a poet office key for her to use In case of his arrest. This 
note wa» w&t ten during the Walker episode and had nothing to do 
with President Kennedy's assassination, (This note is In hands 
of a federal agency) (dee attachment 15*) 

Although definite and absolute proof hes not been obtained, there 
is a strong probability that the shot fired at General Walker at 
9i00 p-m, on April ID, 1963 was fired b; Lee Harvey Oswald,

seem to be disturbed about the Incident* Mr* Surrey it was obvious that there

Contacted tho complainant on this date* Through Interviews vlth the employees, who 
arc all voluntary workers at this location* General Walker stays in tho house at 
nl^ht alono. Investigation reveals that on unknown assailant In all likelihood 
fired tho shot from the alley directly north of the rear port of the house* Invest* 
igating officers found a very small chipped edge of the top portion of the rear 
fence. This small chipped portion indicated that somethin# had feosn laid on this 
hoard very recently, as this was a fresh chip. In lining up the path of tho bullet , 
it would indicate that the shot was fired from just below the chipped portion of 
the fence. Tho bullet e truck tho window frame near the center looking device, 
from tho point whore the bullet hit the window frame to the point where it struok 
tho wall is a downward trajectory. The back yard is an up-grade to the alley. The 
for* co in the roar of the house at the alley is a lattice type fence mads out of 
wood approximately 1x6 § with approximately 6” open spots. It is the investigating 
w of floors opinion that the shot was fired from just below the top edge of the fence. 
Tho Uelker home Is adjoined by a parking lot of a ohurch to the east* The alley 
rune into tho rear part of the parking lot. The alley then takes up in a northerly 
direction into ftavmon street* The witness, kirk Coleman, lives at the north east 
corner of tho Walker property just across the alley and directly across north from 
tho church parking lot. This peroon has not been contacted by us as ho is a 
coiiool boy# but will be contacted at a later time ns he oould furnish valuable 
information from which ho observed the incident. An interview with tho volunteer 
workers revealed that they had not received no crank calls or letters proceeding 
the incident* An interview with Hr. Surrey reveal a that two white men in a 1963 
Ford j dark purple or dark brown parked in the alley directly behind the complainant's 
house Just off of Avon ale street. These persons were witnessed getting out of 
tho c *r and walking up to the property line and smoking the place over. Hr. Surrey 
became suspicions of these subjects and followed’ the car away from the location in 
id attempt to get a license number. Hr* Surrey states that there was no license 
pinto on thin oar either front or rear, possibly this was a new oar. A thorough 
nonrch of the promises revealed no spent cartridges , no tracks or other evidence 
of value. Tho neighbors dog to the ueot of the Walker property ie a fanatical 
barker but on this incidence did not moke & sound. Gen. Walker recently accepted 
the pool tics of Military Editor for a monthly magazine tho American Mercury and 
has traveled extensively since* It is assumed the suspects had a minimum 
knowledge concerning the complainant's activities* From where the complainant ^ 
vuo pind from where tho shot was fired from the distance Is approximately thirty 
five to forty yards with a clear view as there ere mo window shades* , * 
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Thia officer contacted K±ik Cola man W/H/ 1 4 of 4338 Newton, Ho at at ad that ha was 
in the back room and heard a noise. H© thought it was a blowout# The boy who was 
with him, Ronald Andrian W/*^/19 also of 4-338 Newton aaid it wan a gun shot# Kirk 
stated that he then ran out back and climbed the back fine© and saw a man getting 
into a 19^9 or 1950 ford, Lt . Green or Lt. blue and take off. Thia wan on the 
parking lot of the Church next to General Walker's home. Also on further down the 
pnfcking lot was another car, unknown make or model and a man was in it* He had the 
dome light on and Kirk could see him bend over the front seat as if he was putting 
something in the back floorbiard* The only description Kirk could give on thia car 
was the fact that it was black with a white stripe. The ether boy, Ronald, did 
not clifeb the fence so he did not see this. The only description the boy could give 
on the person who got into the Ford was that be was middle sine and had long black 
hair* There ware several other cars on the parking lot because some function was 
in pros ess at the Church* The Church baa lights for the parking lot but Kirk stated 
that the lights were not on* — The person that was in the Ford took off in a 
hurry but the person in the other car did not seem to be in a hurry* 

This boy made me promise him that this would not get out in the newspapers* His name 
is already in the newspaper and he is scared to death that the a seas in will attempt 
to do away with him. He also stated that the part In the newspaper article about 
him saying that several people were in the Ford was wrong. This officer had a 
squad to come out to assure thb boy and his family that they would check the house 
for them* We observed a plain car with an uniform officer as he kept circling the 
parking lot and General Walker's home with his lights out* Thia made Kirk feel a 
little better. This offense remains pending* 
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Investigating Officers interviewed Mrs Knecht, homo address 3332 De Loaohe, EM 3 3599* 
this date* Mrs Knecht stated that the SUBJECT Mil Duff first came to the General r e 
home, he was driving a tan and brown Ford and had all his belongings in this car* 

After about a month people began to offer Duff jobs and he refused them and continued 

to stay at the Generali house, + Mrs Knecht gave Investigating Officers information 
that Duff had become engaged to kiss Whitley, empj.oyeed at 4228 Oak Lawn Avenue. 

Mrs Knecht stated that Miss Yfhitley stated to her that their engagement had been 
broken when she found out that Duff had been borrowing money from her mother, 
lira Knecht further stated that Mias Whitley had contacted the British Embassy in 
Houston and they had no knowledge of any such person on their records * Duff 
gave hie full name to Miss Whitley as William Mac Coin or Guine Me Duff. 

Mrs Knecht stated that Dr* Ruth Jackson, who lives next doo^ to The General has 
a dog that barks at everybody and everything. The night that this offense occurred 
Dr. Jackson's dog did not bark at Suspects- Investigating Officers received 
further information from Mrs Knecht that Dr* Jackson's dog was very sick yesterday 
and is also sick today. Reason for this illness is unknown at this time. 

Investigating Officers will Interview Dr. Jackson and Miss Whitley 4-13-63 * 
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This data Lieutenant Cunningham and Detective J» B. Toney contacted Robert Surrey* t 
of 5506 Lindenvood LA 6 77^1, business address Johnson Printing Company, 2?00 
North Haskell, TA 3 6191. Thin person is in the printing business however does 
administrative work for General Walker, Surrey was re-interviewed regarding 
incidents he observed the evening before this offense occurred at which then he 
could not give any additional information with the exception of the below listed, 
Surrey stated that a large flood light in the rear area of the General's home was 
burned out on the night the offense occurred. Surrey stated that the suspects he 
observed lurking around the Generali house were driving a 1963 Ford Four door 
sedan, either purple or bTown, was hard to tell due to the lighting situtation, 
Surrey gave Investigating Officers the name of a Subject, Bill Buff, white male 
approximately 32 . Buff came to the General's home in early December 1962, and 
pretended to be an immigrant from Scotland. Duff stated he was interested in the 
type work the General was following and wanted to help him Just for a place to stay. 
Duff stated that he had only been in the Dallas area at that time two weeks and 
kept mentioning he had to study all the time to obtain his american citizenship 
papers. Duff became very lazy about the house after a while and would not work 
and about the 10th day of March 1963 , Buffos luggage was moved into the hall and 
Duff was asked to leave the house. Surrey stated further that in packing Buff's 
luggage he found a receipt for an airline ticket made out to William Duff dated 
sometime in the spring of 19^2 showing passage from San Francisco, California, 
to Seattle, Washington, indicating that Duff was not telling the truth about 
his arrival in this country. Surrey received information about Buff from othe* 
sources proved that Duff was not telling the truth about himself. Surrey advised 
Investigating Officers to contact the Generali Secretary Mrs Knecht* 
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Investigating officers interviewed a Mrs Whitley, 4228 Oak Lawn, La 1 2320* She stated 
that she had been engaged to William Me Duff, w/fl i/32, 5-7 , 165, described as having blue 
eyes, light colored hair, receding hair line* Mrs Whitley broke the engagement some 
three weeks ago* States that the last contact that she had had with McDuff was on 
April 6 , 1965 about 2;>0pm* Mr© Whitley stated tht she was of the opinion that Me Duff t 
to be an alien and that ©he had contacted the British Embassy in Houston, Tex, Who 
stated that they had no record in their office of this person being alien* She stated 
that she did not know what Me Duff’s occupation was* He told some friends of hers that 
he was in the auto sales business. She further stated th it he had come by her place 
driving a 1957 model brown ford, 1962 model Oldamobile, Ford Station Wagon, 1963 
model ford, 1963 model Chevrolet, and a 1958 model maroon T-bird, She did not know the 
address at which Me Duff was staying, but gave the telephone number of TA? l869« This 
number is listed at 4$05 Coles Manor* to a R,B, Kuwait* Officers contacted the mgr of 
these apts and was informed th t Mr. Kuwait did not live there, but that hi© wife was 
living there. Wife owns a 1958 Maroon T-bird, and is reported to be a free lance model* 

Cont cted complainant who stated th t McDuff came back by bis office Saturday Aft, 
V 13/83 about 2 pm and told him that he was in Phoenix, Ari E , when he had heard of the 
assuAAt on complainant* Told Mr, Walker that he was driving for Denver, ikiAga, Chicago 
Truck Lines* This time McDuff was driving a Volkswagen, 1963 Tex* MH 8239. Mr* Walked 
gave the name of two other Dallas citizen* who were reported to be friends of McDuff, 
John Wilson, EM# 6669 and H.R, VonSchilling, EM3 4518, These people reported to be 
interested in money raising campaign for General Walkers cause* A mar by the name of 
Jess Arnold, of Wolf City called McDuff and made a diner engagement o£ the eve of hi© 
departure for his speaking tour* This was the middle of last month.

Investigating office re arrested William Mac Ewan Duff, white male, 32 » 4919 San 
Jacinto, Apt 214, TA4 61^4, on April 16, 196 5- This man worked for General Walker 
from December, 1962, until March 10, 196 3, He lived in the house with General 
Walker* ie was not paid a salary, just room and board, fie was asked to leave 
because he was not dependable and told so many lies. Duff is an immigrant from 
Scotland, he came to America on November 4, 1957. Joined the Air Force in December, 
1957, and was discharged December, i960. Duff came to Dallas from Los Angeles, 
in October, 1962, and married Franca a Barnard, who now lives at 5201 Willis, TAT 2583. 
He talked Frances into giving him S8G0*OO with which he bought a car. Three weeks 
after marriage they got an annulment. Duff has not been employed since coming to 
Dallas, making his living by sponging and mooching money from friends. Duff was 
placed in jail and printed and mugged and released.

A polygraph examination was given to William HeEwan Duff upon the request 
of Lieutenant Cunningham to determine if he had any guilty knowledge 
about the shooting at General Edwin Walker. This test was conducted at 
8:00 F,K, on June 12, 1963, Below is a list of pertinent questions 
asked, 

1* 2o yen have a grudge with General Walker? Answer: No 

2. Did you shoot at General Walker? Answer; No 

3* Do you remember who you were with the night General Walker was 
shot at? Answer: No 

4* Have you given information to anyone about the activity of 
General Walker or the layout of the house except the two men 
from Oklahoma? Answer: No 

3* Have you owned or had in your possession a high powered rifle 
since you have been in Dallas? Answer: No 

6, Do you know who shot at General Walker? Answer: No 

Lieutenant Cunningham set this appointment up and was the investigating 
officer. This officer had left a set of questions for Lieutenant Potts 
to bring with Hr* Duff to be examined. Lieutenant Potts was not famllar 
with this case. Lieutenant Fotts was advised there was a definite 
language barrier between Hr. Duff and the examiner because Hr. Duff was 
an immigrant. 

Taking everything in consideration, it was the opinion of this examiner, 
that Hr. Duff was truthful on all the above questions except question 
number three. Due to a lasp of time between the offense and examination, 
this person seemed puzzled over this question which could have caused 
the indication of deception. Due to the fact this person answered the 
other questions with the truth, it is believed Hr. Duff was confused 
rather than lying.

Q1S8 Bullet from Edwin A* Walker's residence 
Results of examination: 

The remaining physical characteristics of the bullet, 
Q1S8, are the same as those of the bullet and bullet fragments 
recovered in connection with the assassination of President 
John F, Kennedy and the same as those of 6.5 millimeter 
Mannlicher-Carcano bullets manufactured by the Western Cartridge 
Company. The mutilation of Q188 prevents stating that it is 
of Western manufacture to the exclusion of all other sources. 

2 - FBI, Dallas 
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Specimen Q188 was fired from a barrel rifled with 
four lands and grooves, right twist, Mannlicher-Carcano 
rifles of the type used in the assassination of President 
Kennedy (described as specimen Kl in Laboratory report 
PC-78243 BX) are among those which produce general rifling 
impressions such as were found on specimen Q188. 

Because of the extreme mutilation and distortion 
of Q188 and because the individual microscopic marks left 
on bullets by the barrel of the Kl rifle could have changed 
subsequent to the time Q188 was fired, it was not possible to 
determine whether or not Q188 was fired from Kl. 

There are no specimens presently being maintained 
in the National Unidentified Ammunition File which could have 
been fired from the Kl rifle or which logically should be 
compared with Q188, Further, no bullets or rifles which 
logically should be compared with specimen Q18S have come to 
the attention of the FBI Laboratory since March, 1963, 

The copper jacket and the lead core of the Q188 
bullet were determined to be slightly different in compositions 
from the copper jackets and lead cores of the Q1 and Q2 
bullets. 


Although the differences in composition between the 
Q188 and the Q1 and Q2 bullets were small and do not indicate 
that these bullets represent two different types of bullets, 
it was not possible to determine if these bullets came from 
the same box. It is to be noted that there is no assurance 
in the fabrication of ammunition that all the ammunition ending 
up in one box possesses bullets from the same batch of metal, 
that is, with the same composition. 

The bullet, Q168, is being temporarily retained in 
the Laboratory for comparison with any additional bullet a 
which may be received.

Re; Attempted assassination of 

General Edwin A. Walker, Dallas, Texas, 


Dear Chief Curry: 

The following information was developed by this Service relative to 
The attempted assassination of Retired General Edwin A, Walker, in Dallas, 
Texas, on April 10, 1963. 

On December 2, 1963, there was received from the Irving Police Depart^ 
men t, Irving, Texas* some belongings of Jins* Marina Oswald which had been 
brought to the Police Station by Mrs. Ruth Paine with whom Mrs. Marina 
Oswald had been living. When these articles were examined in the Secret 
Service office there was found in a book a note written in very poor Russian 
which was in the handwriting of Lee Harvey Oswald and which apparently was 
instructions to his wife what she should do in the event that he should be 
alive and taken as a prisoner. 

Or. December 3, 1963 Mrs. Marina Oswald was questioned about this note 
by one of our special agents who speaks Russian and she stated that this note 
had nothing to do with the assassination of President Kennedy and that the 
note was written by her husband prior to his attested assassination of 
former General IJalker, whom she classified as the head of the Fascist 
Organisation in the Dnited States and who lived in Dallas, Texas, when they, 
the Oswalds, lived on Keely Street in Dallas; that the note, together with 
a Post Office key was left on a dresser of their bedroom and after reading 
the v.oto she was afraid that her husband was planning on doing something 
dreadful due to his hate for the Fascist Organisations and their beliefs. 

She also stated that when her husband returned home late that night he was 
very nervous and finally told her that he shot Walker with his rifle and 
tti.u it was best for everybody that he got rid of him, 

Mrs. Oswald further stated that when it was learned the next day from 
radios ar.d newspapers that the rifle shot fired by an unknown person had 
missed Walker that she decided to keep the note as a threat against her hus- 
band so that he would not mistreat her again (it was determined that when 
the Oswalds lived on Neely Street that people living downstairs beneath the 
Oswalds had complained to the landlord about Oswald beating his wife) which 
he had promised not to do. She further commented that she did not report 
this matter to the Police as she loved her husband and particularly that she 
did not report it to the Police on account of their child* She stated.

Gn Dec* 10 , 1963, cur Special Agent had an opportunity to question Mrs, 
i-'ar ina Os;, aid more in detail regarding the General Walter incident and she 
stated that Lee Harvey Oswald told her that once before taking the shot at 
General Walker on April 10 , 1963, he had gone to the Walker residence for the 
seme purpose but he had changed his mind as the place had not looked just 
right for him and that 3 days prior to April 10, 1963, he took his rifle 
out of the house and buried it in a field near Walker f s house. Krs* Oswald 
further stated that upon her husband* a return to the house after he had tried 
to kill General Walker and telling her about it that 3 days later she saw 
him tailing his military green raincoat for the purpose of wrapping the rifle 
and bringing it home* However, she stated that when he returned home she 
did not see the rifle but several days later she saw the rifle on a shelf in 
See apartment where he always kept it. Sha also stated that the evening her 
husband shot at Walker ha told her that the church which is located near the 
Walker house had some gathering; that there was plenty of noise and that 
after the shooting of Walker he buried the rifle in the same place. 

lb's. Marina Oswald further stated that Lee Harvey Oswald told her after 
reading; in newspapers that some young man saw an automobile containing three 
. a pulling auay from the scene of the shooting, that the Americans always 
tf-ink they should have a car to get sway from the scene of the crime but 
uaou he had rather use his feet to do so rather than a car, and he stated that 
he had taken a bus to go to the Walker residence and that he took a different 
bus te return home after the shooting. 

Mrs. Korina Oswald was questioned as to how she was able tc explain to 
. :r mother-in-law, Mrs. Marguerite Oswald, concerning the attempted assassi- 
nation of General Walker by her husband, and she replied that she did to the 
best of her knowledge of the English language, and that no one else knew about 
the shooting at General Walker by her husband excepting her and her mother-in-
